note of their interest and often their 
signatures. 

Third — THE FASCINATION OF 
ACHIEVEMENT... Having 
chosen your field, laid your plans 
and sent out your requests—THEN 
your are in a fever of impatience 
for the mailman’s appearance and 
for your ‘‘returns’’ to come in! Al- 
most as exciting, if not more so, 
than Election Night! “If at first 
you don’t succeed, try, try again’’.

Summerfield has revealed that the 
3c stamp to mark the 75th anniver- 
sary of the American Bar Associa- 
tion will be placed on sale at Bos- 
ton, Mass. August 24. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally, printed by the rotary 
process, electric-eye perforated, 
and produced in panes of fifty 

The color of the stamp will be 
purple and an initial printing or- 
der of. 105,000,000 of these com- 
memoratives has been authorized. 

The central design of the stamp 
is a part of a frieze as it appears 
on the wall of the Supreme Court 
Room, which depicts four figures 


representing “Wisdom”, ‘‘Jus- 
tice’, ‘Divine Inspiration’’ and 
‘ *Truth’ o 


Across the top is the wording 
“American Bar Association” and 
across the bottom ‘1878 — Liberty 
Under Law — 1953”. Arranged in 
two lines in the upper left hand 
corner is the wording ‘U.S. Post- 
age’ and in both lower corners the 
denomination ‘‘3c”’ appears. 

All the lettering is ‘styled in dark 
Architectural Roman on a shaded 
background.

The original Postmark Collectors’ Club was the ‘“‘brain-child’’ of 


Charles Strobet of Cleveland, Ohio now deceased. 


He was having some 


difficulty in carrying on; it was in March 1946 that he contacted Walter 
A. Smith, a Methodist minister, after reading his column in Cover 


News on postmarks, and asked him 


to take over. The parson consented 


and received a list of thirty members, eleven being marked as actively 
interested. The club continued, mostly inactive, until on October 15, 
1946, the acting director sent out a circular letter to the enrolled meme 


bers. 

Just seventeen responded, voting 
to continue the club on the follow- 
ing basis. (1):Membership open 
to collectors of postmarks or other 
postal cancellations. (2) Objec- 
tives: correspondence; exchange of 
ideas; exchange of postmarks. (3) 
Walter A. Smith to be executive di 
rector of the club. (4) Membership 
fee, 20c 

The Club began to grow, but 
rather slowly. The decision to have 
a club paper was made after cor- 
respondence with Robert K. Fran- 
cis one of the original seventeen. 
Due to his cooperation and untir- 
ing efforts, the PMCC BULLETIN 
came into being in October 1947. 

It was a three-page edition going 
out to 45 members, and has never 
missed the publication of an issue, 
from that day to this. 

The various activities of the 
PMCC from its reorganization until 
now have been carried on by Wal 
ter A. Smith, its director, and his 
assistant, Robert K. Francis. Our 
Bulletin has also, from the begin- 


ning, been edited by Mr. Smith and | 


Mr. Francis has been in charge of 
its publication. 

From the time of the first issue 
of the Bulletin, the membership of 
the club grew rapidly and the Bul- 
letin grew in size and interest. The 
Postal Cancellations Society (PTS), 
founded by Kenneth Rinker in 1935, 
was merged with our PMCC in 
February 1950.

And, in view of the 
absence of any other suggested, ac- 
ceptable terms, and the obvious 
“correctness” of these, I sincerely 
believe they will become the recog- 
nized ones. 

We should be negligent of our 
duty to ourselves, and to our

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Living Too Fast 


On Monday morning, July 13 we got in our car and drove 30 miles 
to the Dayton, Ohio, Airport which is located at Vandalia. At 11:38 our 
plane took off. We made a 15 minute stop in Columbus, Ohio, then up 
in the air again for our destination at Washington, where we landed 

at 3 o’clock, just 2 hours and 22 minutes 
after we left Dayton. We flew above the 
clouds most of the way at an altitude of 
about 9000 feet. 

A limousine whisked us from the Air- 
port to the Raleigh hotel at the corner of 
Pennsylvania Avenue and N. W. 12th street 
just across from the big new Post Office 
Department Building. A bit of rest after 
which we had our dinner and then spent a 
pleasant night which made us ready for the 
program in the New State Department Audi- 
toriumx which is in the State Department 
Building at 21st Street and Virginia Avenue. 

As we stepped from a taxi-cab in front 
of this building we ran right in to Kent Stiles 
stamp columnist on the New York Times. 

After greetings were exchanged and such 
things as the usual ‘‘when did you get here?” 
Kent said “I came last night and they 
charged me $11.00 for a room, last time it 
ii was only $5.00‘. 

GEORGE W. LINN _$It was near 2:30, time for the ceremonies 

- ‘on the new Perry stamp so we entered the 
auditorium which is a beautiful small hall built like a theater and seats 
perhaps 250 people. 

The program started promptly at 2:30 after music by the U. S. Navy 
Band. The address of welcome was by John Foster Dulles, Secretary of 
State. Walter S. Robertson, Assistant Secretary was scheduled to in- 
troduce the guests but was at that time on the way home from his trip 
to Korea to placate Syngman Rhee, so a substitute was put on the spot. 

After the proper introductions were made Arthur Summerfield, 
Postmaster General made a brief address and presented albums of the 
new Perry stamp to His Excellency Eikichi Araki, Ambassador of 
Japan; Hon. John Foster Dulles, Secretary of State, Hon. Robert B. 
Anderson, Secretary of the Navy; Hon, Dean J. Lewis, Mayor of New- 
port, R. I.; and Hon. W. F,. Duckworth, Mayor of Norfolk, Va. 

At this point the camera men of the newspapers had their chance 
and about a dozen of them rushed down the aisle like a football team, 
shot their pictures and retired. Their antics brought a round of laughter 
from the audience. 

The meeting then closed after Mr. Dulles excused himself stating 
that he had a 2:45 appointment elsewhere. Next the National Anthem 
_ and it was all over. 

Everything we did up to this point was in swift succession, all laid 
out and planned ahead like a TV script. We are certainly living too fast. 

Word had been given us by Mr. Robert Fellers of the Division of 
Stamps that the stamp collectors in attendance would remain after the 
program for a few minutes and there were perhaps 20 to 25 of them 
in attendance. They came from all about the country and we had 
hoped to have a list of these in attendance. We were personally ac- 
quainted with several of them but lacked knowledge of others. We did 
note George Kingdom, L. B. Gatchell, Bernard Davis, Harry Lindquist, 
Kent Stiles, Lt. Col. James T. DeVoss and others whose faces were 
familiar but their names do not come to our memory. We hope to be 
able to show you a picture and give you a complete list next week. 

A little over two years ago we first met, then Major James T. 
DeVoss and his charming wife when we attended the Centennial Stamp 
Exhibition in Honolulu. Jimmie is now back in Washington and a Lt. 
Colonel. We visited with them for a trip to their home out in Virginia 
after whch weemade a quick tour of Washington and saw numerous 
sights in all parts of the city which under ordinary circumstances 
would have taken days to cover. From the Lee Mansion to Arlington 
€emetery, to the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier thence a tour of the 
Pentagon. Next to the Jefferson and Lincoln memorials, by the White 
House and to the Library of Congress. Here we lingered for this is the 
one building in Washington which is more beautiful and more interesting 
then anything else. When you go again, do not miss this if you have 
to miss everything else for it will hold your interest for just as long as 
you care to stay. 

Then after a brief visit at our hotel our friends left for home and 
we called it a day. Tired from our previous day’s activities we did 
little except pick up a few trinkets at nearby stores the next day and 
off for the airport for a plane for home. 

Unlike on our trip over, this plane left Washington at 5 o’clock and 
flew non-stop to Dayton at an altitude of 14,000 feet, high above the 
white clouds. It got cold up there too. We landed in Dayton at 6:15, 
7 two hours and 15 minutes for the flight and if that isn’t living fast

; The whole point however is that our officials in Washington are all 
living fast, how they stand up under the strain day after day is a 
mystery. For me they are all welcome to their jobs. I far prefer living 
here in Sidney with a quiet home life and little to worry about except 
paying taxes to keep the country going.

Why Collect 
Those Postmarks? 
August H. Hoffman 


The facination of collecting pos- 
tal markings (known as postmark 
collecting) has many angles; In- 
structive, Educational, Entertain- 
ing, yes, in many instances Profit- 
able. 

In my own personal experience 
I started collecting in 1898. What 
I wanted was a record of my trav- 
els, the cities and towns I had vis- 
ited, doing what I thought was an 
original idea to keep the dates of 
the places I had been with the 
proof of the actual post office can- 
cellations, 

Having occasion to accompany 
my father on-his many visits to 
health resorts in various states we 
naturally wrote many letters, then 
when we came home I would gath- 
er the envelopes and cards we had 
addressed to my mother. These I 
mounted carefully in large scrap 
books, then later when our friends 
found out I was collecting these 
postmarks and as many worked in 
public offices, I secured all those 
cards and envelopes. 

It was about 1918 A. H. Pike was 
publishing the POSTMARK DI- 





| GEST and there was the starting of 


the International Postmark Society. 
The real start of my collection 
came then. I joined up with Pike 
and as I had accumulated hundreds 
of duplicates, the exchange be- 
tween other members _ began. 
There were so many different ways 
others were collecting, some cut 
their postmarks round, some 
square, others three by five inches, 
but most of them collected them 
cut two by four inches. By then I 
had already outgrown the scrap- 
books as being too bulky. 

My collection grew and grew un- 
til I had about 25,000 items. They 
had been cut 2 x 4 and I had them 
in boxes, envelopes and what have 
you. I built a cabinet to hold wood 
drawers to keep 1500 postmarks in 
each. 

These I filed according to States, 
Cities and Dates. My present collec- 
tion numbers the Lord knows how 
many duplicates. I have divided my 
collection into two classes, regular 
and slogans, 

Through my business contacts 
with stamps, meters, seals, coins 
and other ‘hobbies, the fascination 
of collecting postmarks still clung 
to me, so in 1947 I joined the Post- 
mark Collectors Club. There are so 
many branches of the hobby that 
will interest one. 

There are regular machine can- 
cels, with different dates, station 
names and numbers; slogans both 
local and national (like the Red 
Cross, Address Your Mail, Join the 
Navy, Join the Army, special air 
mail, first day issues for special 
stamp issues), hand stamps in 
black and colored ink, A.P.O., 
railroad and bus cancels, showing 





trips East o: West or North or 
South, train numbers, divisions, 
street car cancels (which are now 
becoming scarce) and in the last 
few years the H.P.O. or highway 
post offices, registered or insured 
cancels, roller and box cancels. 
Then we must not forget the odd, 
unusual and unique cancels of 
small towns. Some rare ones like 
the Kicking Mule, Squirrel, Idaho, 
Devils Tower, Wyo. and others. I 
could go on and on but I must come 
to the end of my story, byt NOW 
let me tell you this: 

The really best part of collecting 
is to belong to a good society, 
where you can exchange the post- 
marks you need with the member 
who needs the ones you have; I 
mean the POSTMARK~ COLLEC- 
TORS CLUB, which every month is- 
sues a most unique, interesting and 
instructive monthly with news and 
experiences of its mémbers, new 
slogans issued, opening and closing 
of the various post offices, list of 
new mernbers, addresses of those 
members who perhaps have that 
odd and elusive postmark you want 
for your collection, and once a year 
a complete roster of all members 
and the personal classification of 
what they collect.

As a number of you know who 
belong to the larger stamp clubs 
several sound motion pictures have 
been produced by various govern- 
ments which deal with the handling 
of mail. Just off hand I recall the 
one Canada made in conjunction 
with the celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of its first postage 
stamp; Switzerland has two or 
three reels; and I believe that the 
United Nations Postal Administra- 
tion appears to some extent in a 
recent picture concerning the UN. 
The latter requires a rental fee but 
the others are available at postage 
costs. 

Now entering on the scene with 
a 16mm black and white sound 
film (the above are 16mm, too) is 
the United States Post Office De- 
partment which has a 20 minute 
offering with the title ‘‘Pigeon 
Holes and Progress”’. 

I haven’t seen it but the Depart- 
ment says it “Graphically portrays 
the course of a letter through the 
postal system from the desk of its 
writer to its reading by the recipi- 
ent, with short excursions into in- 
teresting features of the handling of 
mails of other categories.” 

The Department is making it 
available for showings before postal 
employees and civic, church, school 
and similar groups. 

Fifty prints hdve been made of 
the film. Copies have been placed 
with various professional organiza- 
tions throughout the nation and it 
is with these that local groups must 
deal for a reservation. 

On page 3 of the Postal Bulletin, 
July 14, 1953 is a list of the organi- 
zations by states where you are to 
write. Of course, you must send 
your request to the nearest. To 
see a Postal Bulletin all you need 
do is to go to your post office and 
ask the postmaster for a look. They 
are kept on file there. 

As a suggestion, some of you 
clubs or individual collectors might 
join hands with your local post- 
master in the sponsorship of a 
showing before your townspeople. 
You can carry the thing a step 
further by having the postmaster 
make a talk about his work, and 
you might also set up a small ex- 
hibition with the thought of getting 
some of your non-collecting neigh- 
bors who attend, interested in the 
hobby.

This edition of Linn’s has a large 
quantity of the réading matter sup- 
plied by the Postmark Collectors’ 
Club (PMCC). I thipk you will 
find this specialty is just as com- 
prehensive as the parent, stamp 
collecting, if not more so. 

Everyone who collects first day 
cévers is a postmark collector in a 
mild way. For without that special 
postmark you’d just have another 
envelope with a cancelled stamp 
on it. 

Everyone who delights in getting 
an imprint of a postal slogan falls 
in the category as do those who try 
to assemble collections of certain 
city and town names by postmarks. 
Without actually knowing it, you 
have been a postmark collector for 
quite some time. F 

I cite the above just to indicate 
there is nothing dry or inactive 
about that pursuit. In fact, the 
action an individual collector must 
take to build an album full of ma- 
terial is much more than telling a 
dealer your wants and then getting 
them in a few days, as is the case 
with most stamp acquisitions. 

You might bring: up the point that 
there is a lot of bulk involved in 
postmarks. There is, and there 
isn’t, depending on how you want 
to do it. If you save the entire 
postal card or. envelope, there is. 
If you save just a two by four piece 
of either with the desired mark on 
it, it isn’t. 

2 x 4 is measured two inches 
from the top down, and four inches 
in’from the right hand side of the 
card or envelope. Cut it out along 
those lines. Some also collect just 
the envelope fronts with the de- 
sired marking, that is, the back is 
cut off and thrown away. 

For the postmark collection you 
wont need the type“@lbums which 
Beem to be so much of a tradition 
for the better stamp collections. 
You can use an ordinary three-ring 
binder and blank paper of a fairly 
decent grade which wont yellow 
with age. ‘ 

With stamps, you generally work 
with album pages, quadrilled most- 
ly, which cost from 2c each and up. 
From what I have seen of post- 





mark collecting, it seems your 





limits are bounded by just your 
imagination and efforts. 

And when it comes to a source 
of postmarks, you can start with 
those of the pre-stamp era of a few 
hundred years ago which are elu- 
sive, or you can make the rounds 
of the modern post offices. 

But above all, do not look at post- 
mark collecting as a pursuit con- 
fined to the boundaries of the 
United States. You will find your 
most attractive of such items in 
Japan, Austria, Germany, Finland, 
Sweden, Switzerland and a host of 
other countries. 

And when it comes to snappy, 
sometimes humorous, and pictures- 
que postal slogans, the foreign na- 
tions for the most part have the 
Yankee brand whipped to a frazzle. 

Ask the man who owns some!! 


The ‘‘Bible’’ of the Postmark Col- 
lector, U. S. variety, is the U. S. 
Official Postal Guide — Part 1— 
Domestic, sold by the Superintend- 
ent of uments, Washington 25, 
D. C. at $2 per cloth bound copy. 

It contains the names of all U. S. 
post offices. 

With all this talk of upping the 
postal rates the public is generally 
sore on one point. And that is, first 
let us see how much can be saved 
by curtailing the almost unlimited 
use of the mails which the politi- 
cians and the government depart- 
ments make without any cash pay- 
ment of the postal fees. 

Until this is done, there is going 
to be a lot\of hard feeling about 
having to y more for sending 
mail of any kind. People to whom 
I have talked want such ‘“‘free 
franking’’ postal costs budgeted 
with the proper division of govern- 


. ment and not hung on the POD. 


If that kind of an arrangement 
is made, and the POD still shows 
a deficit, I am sure the public will 
be amenable and cooperative to 
boosts. But certainly, not before.

According to M. Galvez, Prin- 
cipe 1, Madrid, Spain, the denomi- 
nations of the trio are identical but 
the designs and colors different 
in each. These values are 5c plus 
5¢, 10c plus 5c, 15c and 60c. A 
million copies of each was printed 
for each colony. 

The Spanish Sahara designs pic- 
ture a native man playing a string- 
ed -instrument,..and a native wo- 
man doing likewise but on a dif- 
ferent type. 

Spanish Guinea also has na- 
tives playing on primitive harps in 
two different pictures. 

Ifmi has a native playing a 
stringed instrument alone, and an- 
her design showing two men giv- 
ing musical entertainment. 

Funds derived from the surtax 
of these stamps were devoted to 
the ‘“‘pro Infancia’’ fund for chil- 
dren’s aid.

Dealers are offering to buy this 
stamp at more than catalogue in 
order to obtain copies to supply 
collectors. A substantial advance 
can be expected. 

GEORGE VI.\Sharing in popu- 
larity with Queen Elizabeth, the 
stamps of George VI are all in de- 
mand and should be obtained now. 
In the issue of September 12, 1949, 
the writer expressed his reasons 
for his preference of George Vl] 
stamps. So many requests have 
been received for copies of this 
Chatter, that the same was re- 
printed some time ago.

CHAPTER Iil 
THE ROMAN QUESTION 


Attention was now centered on the Roman question. In 1864 Italy 
and France entered the September Convention. Napoleon III was tired of 
keeping his troops. at Rome, but was held by duty and honor not to leave 
the Pope unprotected, A plan was agreed on that the Italian Govern- 
ment should maintain and protect the Temporal Power of the Pope. 
The French troops were to be withdrawn in instalments within two

On September 11, 1870, 60,000 Ital- 
ian troops crossed the frontier to 
oppose 13,000 papal troops. For a 
week the Italians hesitated, hoping 
for a revolution which would give 
them a pretext. None occurred and 
they at last descended on Rome 
and attacked. 

September 19 was Pius IX last

resistance to make it clear that 
he was. not voluntarily assenting to 
the taking of Rome. 

The attack began at 5 a. m. with 
out damage except near the Vati- 
can. The diplomatic corps repaired 
to the Vatican to shield the Pope 
if necessary, and he delivered his 
protest to them. The resistance 
was continued longer than the Pope 
intended but finally at 1 a. m. the 
white flag was raised and a for- 
mal surrender arranged. 

By this capitulation the Italians 
were to occupy all of Rome except 
the Leonine City, but they had to 
be called there the next day by Car- 
dinal Antonelli because malefactors 
assembled there and rioted. 

A few days later a referendum 
was held in the Patrimony of Pe- 
ter. Those favoring the pope were 
advised to keep away from the 
polls. Outsiders packed the polls 
and cast an almost unanimous vote 
favoring union with Piedmonte. 
Shortly afterward formal annexa- 
tion took place. 

The Pope published a formal ex- 
communication against all the de- 
spoilers of the Papal States. He 
was advised to leave Rome, but 
determined to stay a voluntary pri- 
soner in the Vatican until justice 
had been done to the Church. 

The Italian Government opened 
Parliament for the last time at 
Florence on December 5, 1870. The 
king announced the complete unifi- 
cation of Italy, begun by his fa- 
ther in 1848, Early in 1871 the King 
and Parliament iransferred them- 
selves te Rome. 

Italy tried to offer the Pope such 
dignities and liberties- as to re- 
concile the papacy for the loss of 
the Papal States. There was a Con- 
cordat needed to clarify the sta- 
tus of the Church and of the Pope. 
No effort for negotiations was 
made from the time of the taking 
of Rome until after the Law of 
Guarantees was passed. 

The Italian Government decided 
to settle matters by itself without 
consulting the Pope. On May 31, 
1871 it passed the Law of Guaran- 
tees, concerning the prerogatives of 
the Pope and the Holy See concera-

Art. 3. 


The Pope shall be treated with 
honors (ceremonial) due, a sover- 
eign.

To make up the loss of territory 
he is guaranteed from the Italian 
treasury an annual subsidy of 3,- 
225,000 lire ($660,000 at the time). 


Art. 5. 


The Pope is to enjoy the ponti- 
fical palaces of the Vatican and 
Lateran and all lands and gardens 
connected with them as well as the 
Villa of Castel Gondolfo. (This did 
not give sovereign rights nor ex- 
traterritorial rights). 


Art. 7. 


No Italian public official shall 
enter the palaces or places serving 
as habitual residences or tempor- 
ary dwelling of the Pope in execu- 
ting his office. (This does not recog- 
nize sovereign power or extraterri- 
torial rights). 

Art. 9% 

The Pope is free to exercise the 
functions of his spiritual ministry. 

The rest of the 18 articles dealt 
with the rights of the Church in Ita- 
ly. No major benefice could be 
filled by the Pope without royal 
permission. The State could make 
laws for the regulation and con- 
servation of Church property con- 
fiscation was meant). 

This Law of Guarantees was re- 
jected because it was no guarantee 
at all, It held the prospect of fur- 
ther seizure of Church property 
which had been continuing since 
1859. It was an attempt to regu- 
late the Church in Italy without the 
Pope. 

All other countries of Europe, ev- 
en Protestant ones, had concordats 
It was an at- 
tempt to regulate the position of 
the Pope by act of parliament, 
treating him only as a private Ital- 
ian citizen. There was no recogni- 


plots of land remaining to him, 

This would make it possible for 
the world to regard him as a private 
Italian citizen. Since. these acts 
were made by the Italian Parlia- 
ment in a unilateral agreement, 
they could revoke them at will. 

Thus the situation remained until 
the Concordat of 1929 when the 
Pope was guaranteed sovereignty 
as a temporal ruler over the little 
plot of Vatican city, and the rights 
of the Church in Italy were agreed 
upon, and a financial settlement of 
sorts for confiscated property was 
arranged,

Try A Mixture 
Picking Party 
W. E, Fouts 


Last year a picture appeared in 
Linn’s showing the Convair Stamp 
Club’s ‘‘Mixture Picking Party’’ in 
progress. Since this picture ap- 
peared we have received numerous 
requests from all over the United 
States wanting to know how this 
program operated. 

For the benefit of these and oth- 
ers who might be interested here 
are the facts from beginning to 
end. 

First let me say that this type 
of program is the most. popular 
of any we have ever presented, 
including auctions, Another fact 
not to be overlooked is that sever- 
al “dyed in the wool U.S. only” 
collectors are now collectiong top- 
icals, general foreign and precan- 
cels as a result of being exposed. 

By experience we have found 
that we need to buy approximate- 
ly six pounds of foreign and two 
pounds of U. S. stamps on paper 
for the 40 to 50 persons attending 
the session. 

Usually the foreign costs about 
$3.00 per pound and the U. S. about 
$2.00. These are usually purchased 
from different sources and then 
throughly mixed. We try to get as 
many different countries as pos-

In the PMCC we have an unique 
system of greeting new members, 
certain states are asked to take 
turns in greeting. It has been my 
custom since joining some five 
years ago, to greet each and every 
new member, enclosing a few post- 
marks and offering assistance if 
needed. Some of these reply to my 
greeting, and every one of them 
reports satisfaction in their mem- 
bership and being ‘‘snowed under”’ 
or “overwhelmed” with greetings 
and gifts. It is evident that I am 
not the only one stepping out of 
bounds in this respect.

She 
had purchased a large 2 x 4 collec- 
tion made in 1936-39. and as fast 
as she can check them against 
her collection, which is vastiy lar- 
ger than my own modest 36,000

We spread this mixture out on 
four large tables and everyone 
takes all they want at %c each 
regardless of catalog value. Fre- 
quent finds run up to $1.00 or more 
catalog—on two occasions $10.00 
and $6.00! 

After spending $22.00 for the 
eight pounds we always’ break 
even before the mixture is finally 
disposed. Here is how it’s done. 

Usually we take in around $12.00 
the first time the mixture is 
worked however we always use the 
mix at last two meetings by add- 
ing desirable stamps to it before 
the second time.

isn’t usually possible. 

Frequently we pay 2c to 50c 
each for these stamps. These addi- 
tions usually cost around $5.00 giv- 
ing a total cost of $27.00 for the 
eight pounds, less $12.00 first 
sales, leaves a $15 balance due the 
club treasury. 

At the second meeting we will 
take in around $8.00 due to the new 
material, previously missed items 
and members absent the first 
time. 

Now we consider the mixture 
thoroughly picked but we are in 
the hole financially so what do we 
do? We package the remaining 
seven odd pounds in equal lots and 
sell them to the highest bidder at 
our next auction. Usually they will 
sell for about $1.00 each. 

At times we may make a little 
profit but usually we just break 
even.

But the four-top-ranking officials 
in the Post Office Department at 
Ottawa who are responsible for se- 
lecting the designs for Canada’s 
stamps are hinting at a possible 
radical change in the system used 
for printing future issues. 

Deputy: Postmaster General Wal- 
ter J. Turnbull; Leonard J. Mills, 
Director of the Department’s Fi- 
nancial Services; John R. Carpen- 
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ter, Chief of the Postage Stamp 
Division as well as the Postmas- 
ter General have more or less 
stated to the press that they are 
considering giving the printing to 
another firm. 

‘Till now the printing of all Can- 
adian stamps has been given over 








to the Canadian Bank Note Com- 
pany in Ottawa. This is done by 
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contract, 

However, I really believe that 
the change to a new system in 
producing new Canadian stamps, 
will not altogether remedy this 
awful situation. 

The reason why I hold this opin- 
ion is due to the fact that a new 
system will not give the country 
more attractively designed 
stamps. 

It all boils down to the officials 
of the Post Office Department. If 
they haven’t got any artistic talent 
or imagination how in heaven’s 
name can they produce well-de- 
signed stamps, even if they spent 
$500,000 for a new machine? 
What I am trying to convey is 
this thought. The person or persons 
who are given the responsibility of 
designing stamps should have ar- 
tistic talent as well as administra- 
tive ability. I believe that’s very 
important. 

Strange as it may sound, most 
countries progress in talent and 
ability through the years. 
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Insofar as this concerns Canada, 
they have been going backwards 
instead of going forward. 

Probably I had better relate 
some of the background in regards 
to the Canadian Post Office De- 
partment’s Philatelic Agency at 
Ottawa. 

As a matter of fact, it was es- 
tablished in the year 1932 to be of 
some service to the average col- 
lector. The first chief was the late 
A. Stanley Deaville, who passed 
away the day after being inter- 
viewed by this writer over CKOY 
in Ottawa, 

That was on February 16, 1948, 
to coincide with the first day of 
sale of Canada’s Princess Eliza- 
beth Wedding stamp.

artistic as well as administrative 
ability. In fact, he was transferred 
from the West Coast to head this 
department for he had taken a 
keen interest in stamps of British 
Columbia.

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was artistic ability. 

When he was heading the Divi- 
sion of Philately, he selected de- 
signs and colors which made Can- 
ada famous in the 1930’s.

They are blaming the method 
used in the manufacture of Canad- 
ian stamps for all this poor artistic 
ability. After all the Canadian 
Bank Note Company is only work- 
ing on orders from the Depart- 
ment—not the Bank Note Com- 
pany telling them what they 
think. 

In other words, I really believe 
that if Canada produced such prize 
winning stamp designs inthe 1930's 
by the engraving method, it can 
still be done. 

That’s if, and only, they change 
their present set-up in the Chief 
of the Philatelic Division. Put a 
man in there who knows some- 
thing about art as well as having 
more imagination than the person 
who is in there at the present 
moment, 

This is the person who usually 
advises his superiors what 
should be included in the design. 

While I may have pointed out in 
previous columns that Canada 
could well give an order to Swit- 
zerland to print some of its 
stamps. After giving the subject 
serious though, I have come to 
the conclusion that using a differ- 
ent method will not give Canada 
more attractively designed stamps. 

Why not have a reorganization 
in the Post Office Department? 
Certainly when the late A. Stan- 
ley Deaville designed some of Can- 
ada’s winning designs in the 1930's 
by the engraving method, which is 
today to some officials a head- 
ache, they can do the same. Shall 
we say that Canada is going back- 
ward instead of forward. 

Well, most people will really be- 
lieve that’s the case now when one 
talks about Canadian stamps. 

I would be all for the idea of 
having the stamps printed by the 
Swiss Government provided the of- 
ficials in Canada’s Post Office De- 
partment had some more talent, 
in the line of artistic imagination. 
And that’s my own opinion on 
this subject. What’s your opinion? 


There are two foreign stamps, 
that I believe should be included 
in a collection of Canadian stamps. 
I am referring to the Norwegian 
issued in 1947 paying homage to 
Canada for allowing her pilots to 
train in this country during World 
War II when Norway was overrun 
by the Nazis. 

There was a small part of the 
city of Toronto set aside for the 
training of Norwegian pilots dur- 
ing the waft and was known as Lit- 
tle Norway. It was independently 
operated by the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment without any . financial 
help from Canada. 

The coat-of-arms of Canada as 
well as the Norwegian coat-of- 
arms is incorporated into the de- 
sign. 

The other is the French com- 
memorative issued in 1936 honor- 
ing the Canadian Armed Forces 
who fought in the first World War. 
Its main design is the Canadian 
Monument to the Dead who died 
during the bettle of Vimy Ridge. 


I wonder why the postal officials 
in Ottawa do not establish a postal 
museum similar to the one the 
United States Government oper- 
ates in Washington, D. C. at the 
Smithsonian Institution? 

It does seem very strange to 
many that Canada’s does not have 
its national stamp collection on dis- 
play in a postal museum. 








Is the Philatelic Agency im Ot- 
tawa going to begin: to sell used 
stamps again as it used to do in 





the past? Many collectors had an 





excellent opportunity of obtaining 
nicely-cancelled high value stamps 
when the Department operated 
this policy, many years ago. And, 
not only that, it proved to be an 
extra profit for the Department. 





Many of Canada’s old stamps 
are demanding high prices on the 
present day stamp market in off- 
centered condition. So much so 
that the well-centered copies are 
usually fetching much more than 
is shown in the Scott Catalogue. 





Why all the secrecy about new 
stamps? Why not let the public 
be the judge? Then, probably we 
will have better | looking ones.
